The early opening of Harrison bead* 


quarters waa a surprise to the Blaine 
men, who expected to bo the first when 
they came in with the national com* 
mittee tomorrow. In abort, ^the Presi- 
dent's friends have stolen a march on 
the Blaine boomers and their sodden ar- 
rival means a fight from start to finish. 


It is said their unannounced arrival 


and quick opening of headquarters waa 
made on telegraphic inetructionu from 
Washington, and the men here and to 
come tomorrow, are tho flame ones who 
did BO much for Harrieon'u nomination 
in 1888. General Michnet and John C. 
New will be in command. 


K. It. SMel, who ia with the arrivals, 


said it Wflfl certainly in bad taste for 
Quay, Platt and Forakcr, whose judg- 
ments are not backed by the records, to 
attempt to dictate who .the presidential 
nominee shall be. The Blaine senti- 
ment, he laid, was not so strong as be- 
lieved. It was more probably a» anti- 
Harrison sentiment, and the leaders are 
willing to unite upon any one to defeat 
Harrison. Shiel further said there waa 
not the shadow of a doubt but that Har- 
rison would bo reuotninttted, "We have 
the delegates with which to do it, and it 
is foolishness to think of any serious op- 
position to the President."
